The 
Communist offensive against the 
Italian government had been timed 
to coincide with the retirem ent of 
the American force!.

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STEEL PRODUCTS 
BECOME SCARCE 
_______ 
No Gains Seen in Balancing 


Of Supply And Demand 


Br Th* Amri«l*A Pro*. 
CLEVELAND, Jan. 19—Although 
steel production now is at its high­ 
est rate in several years, there has 
been no improvement in balancing 
supply and demand, the magasine 
Steel reported today. 
In its weekly summary of de­ 
velopments in the metalworking in- i 
dustry, the publication said some 
major products actually are be­ 
coming ecarcer. 
"The situation in sheet and strip, 
tubular products and plates is par­ 
ticularly acute, with hot carbon 
bars and shapes at least as scarce 
as ever," Steel said. 
The magasine pointed out that 
steelmaking capacity now is near­ 
ly three million tons greater than 
a year ago, with substantial in­ 
creases in blast furnace, coke oven 
and finishing capacity. 
Producers, however, are finding it 
difficult to increase operations be­ 
cause of a shortage of pig iron,1 
scrap, fuel oil, coke and the shrink­ 
age in natural gas supplies result­ 
ing from weather conditions, Steel 
asserted. 
"Steel consumers who pin their 
hopeg for more steel on the vol­ 
untary allocations program now be­ 
ing set up,” Steel continued, “prob- 
bably are engaging in wishful think­ 
ing. 
“The vast majority of metalwork­ 
ing companies will realize no ess- 
ng in their procurement problems. 
Many may find these problems 
more difficult due to the diversion 
of steel to favored programs or to 
Europe.” 
The trade journal also said the 
belief is growing in some quarters 
that the national administration 


"may yet win its demand for com­ 
pulsory allocation, priorities 
and 
price control powers”.
